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Day centre 
relocation

THE relocation of two day 
centres in Oswestry will 
come under the spotlight at 
a meeting in the town 
tonight (Thursday). 

Existing day centres at 
Avalon on Victoria Road and 
in Lome Street are being 
recommended for closure by 
Shropshire Council in 
favour of one new centre. 

The scheme has been met 
with fear among service 
users and their carers, who 
have learning difficulties 
and disabilities. 

Tonight the Oswestry 
Equality Group will host a 
meeting at the Hermon 
Chapel in town at 7.30pm at 
which more information will 
be given by the council. 

Relocation officer, Adrian 
Johnson, is to speak at the 
meeting. 

Penny Rice, a member of 
the equality group, which is 
affiliated to the national 
body, the Equality Trust, 
said she hoped that Mr 
Johnson would talk about 
the plans for the relocation 
and the consultation 
process. 

“We hope he will talk 
about the effect that the 
moves will have on the peo¬ 
ple of Oswestry and also 
about personal budgets for 
people with learning disabil¬ 
ities.” 

Mrs Rice said everyone 
was welcome at the meeting. 

“These proposals seem to 
be work in progress at the 
moment and as yet we do 
not know where the centres 
are to be relocated.” 

Road closed 
after crash 

A BUSY road was closed for 
more than an hour after a 
two-car crash. 

One man was taken to 
hospital with minor injuries 
after being freed by fire¬ 
fighters following the acci¬ 
dent in Gobowen Road at 
about 5.45pm on Tuesday.

MORE POLICE TO 
BE BASED IN TOWN 


THERE will be more police officers based at Oswestry 
Police Station when it takes on its new role as a deploy¬ 
ment hub, safeguarding the future of the building. 

Officers will be stationed in the town round the clock, ready to respond to inci¬ 
dents across the district. 

Earlier this year there were fears that the police station, in Park Road, would close 
under the reorganisation of the West Mercia force in Shropshire. 

Instead Ellesmere, Albrighton and Ironbridge stations are to close with Oswestry 
becoming a Patrol and Safer Neighbourhood Team Deployment Base. 


Sergeant Scott Barnes said the new role 
for Oswestry will come in on September 
30. 

It will see the police station become a 
base for police response teams to provide 
24-hour cover and will also be the head¬ 
quarters for the area's safer neighbour¬ 
hood teams. 

“It will mean more police officers will be 
based in Oswestry,” Sergeant Barnes said. 

“The police station will be used 24/7 and 
it will mean a bigger police presence in 
Oswestry. This is good news for Oswestry.” 

Digital 

Sergeant Barnes said that the Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams would also be 
based in the building but would spend 
much of their time in their own areas. 

“Teams are made up of one police officer 
and two community support officers,” he 
said. 

“They will be given digital notebooks 
that will allow them to remain in their 
neighbourhoods throughout the day and 
not have to return to base to do the paper¬ 
work.” 

The sergeant outlined the changes at a 
meeting in Oswestry’s Castle View council

chamber, organised to explain public serv¬ 
ice budget cuts. 

He said West Mercia police was having 
to save £30 million by 2013. 

“We have already saved £20 million and 
the changes are not likely to affect the 
service delivery to the public. 

“When the changes were first 
announced Police Chief Constable David 
Shaw said that in Shropshire police would 
be deployed from Oswestry, Shrewsbury 
and Telford. 

“What the police need to know is that 
if they call 999 someone will come and we 
will come quickly with officers that are 
well trained and equipped to do a profes¬ 
sional job.” 

Keith Barrow, Leader of Shropshire 
Council and an Oswestry councillor, said: 
“As the second largest town in the county 
it was vital that Oswestry retained its 
police station, despite the current eco¬ 
nomic situation. 

“I am very pleased the Police Commis¬ 
sioner Mr Bill Longmore was able to keep 
Oswestry police station open.”

Protesters 
welcome 
burying 
of cables 

THE burying of a 400 kv 
electricity line through the 
Meifod Valley has been wel¬ 
comed but protesters say the 
line would be unnecessary if 
windfarms were not built. 

National Grid has 
revealed the preferred route 
for the 33-mile line that will 
link a substation from pro¬ 
posed windfarms to the grid 
at Lower Frankton near 
Ellesmere. 

It says eight miles of 
cable, in the valley, will be 
underground with the 
remainder on the new-style, 
‘T’ pylons, shorter than the 
traditional steel structures. 

Caravan park owners in 
the Llansanttfraid area 
which the pylons will be 
used, say they are worried 
about the effect on tourism. 

Joyce Williams, who runs 
the Woodside caravan park, 
said she welcomed news that 
National Grid wanted to 
route the pylons as far away 
as possible from the parks. 

She said: “There are five 
parks in this area and we are 
all still concerned.” 

Jane Dodds, Lib Dem par¬ 
liamentary candidate for 
Montgomeryshire, said she 
welcomed undergrounding 
in the Meifod valley but said 
the line should have run 
north via Trawsfyndd. 

She said: “This is good 
news for the people of the 
Meifod valley and I welcome 
good screening for the sub 
station of Cefn Coch. We 
have a unique landscape 
here in Montgomeryshire 
and we need to protect it.”

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A PICTURESQUE valley is to be spared the pylons that will march 
across Shropshire to take energy from proposed Mid Wales wind 
farms to the National Grid. 

The controversial high voltage electricity cables will go underground as they cross the 
picturesque Meifod valley, near Oswestry, National Grid announced this week. 

Burying eight of the 33 miles of 400 kv line that will be needed if wind farm developers 
win permission to build a network of sites across north Powys will be welcomed by cam¬ 
paigners who have fought against the National Grid project. 

But the remaining 23 miles will stay 
overground, although the line could be 
carried on the new ‘T-pylons’ that the 
power company says are 50 feet shorter 
that traditional structures. 

It will cross the Shropshire border 
skirting Oswestry to tap into the north 
south 400 kv line at Lower Frankton, 
near Ellesmere. 

As National Grid unveiled its preferred 
option for the route today it said it had 
been carefully developed to reduce effects 
on the local area. 

The exact route has still not been plot¬ 
ted with consultation still ongoing with 
the community and landowner. 

But the company said overhead lines 
would be kept away from villages, hills 
and trees would be used to keep visual 
impact to a minimum . 

Mid Wales Connection project manager 
Jeremy Lee said: “We recognise the rich 
cultural significance of the Meifod Valley, 
which includes long distance path, Glyn- 
dwr’s Way, and understand the potential 
impact a 400 kV steel lattice overhead 
line could have on the valley. 

“Putting this section underground 
means this area can be largely kept to 
how it looks today.” 

He said National Grid would now be 
looking at where best to place pylons will 
consider T-pylon 15 metres shorter than 
conventional steel structures. 

A preferred site for the substation at 
Cefn Coch which would harness the 
power of the wind farms has also been 
identified. 

“It is in a secluded location close to the 
wind farms not visible from villages and 
the road. This, as the Meifod valley, was 
highlighted as very important by local 
communities.” 

A public inquiry is still under way over 
whether the large wind farms including 
those planned for Llandinam and Llan- 
badarn Fynydd can go ahead. 

Protestors say that if permission is 
refused the sub station and power line 
will not be needed.

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Town war 
memorial 
set to be 
restored 

AN unusual war memorial 
in the Shropshire town 
where poet Wilfred Owen 
was born is to be restored in 
time for the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the First World War. 

Oswestry Town Council 
has pledged to restore the 
memorial gates of Cae Glas 
park in readiness for the 
centenary in August next 
year. 

Town mayor, Councillor 
Chris Schofield, said the 
work would be a fitting trib¬ 
ute. 

Experts in the repair of 
war memorials were in 
Oswestry last week to meet 
the council and its architect, 
Barry Whitmore. 

Unlike many towns 
Oswestry does not have a 
cenotaph or war memorial. 

Instead the marble 
plaques that carry the 
names of those who died in 
the First and Second world 
wars are hung on the pillars 
of the gates to the park. 

The gates were created in 
1921 to honour the dead of 
the First World War. 

In recent years the marble 
has become so stained that 
many of the names are now 
difficult to read. 

Now the town council and 
the Cae Glas trustees have 
agreed to restore the gates 
by next summer. 

Councillor Schofield said 
the old plaques were too 
badly stained to repair so 
they would be completely 
renewed. The names will 
also now be listed in alpha¬ 
betical order. 

“It will be a fitting tribute 
that Oswestry will make to 
mark the centenary of the 
beginning of the First World 
War,” he said. 

“The town is the birth¬ 
place of Wilfred Owen and 
we are expecting many visi¬ 
tors to Oswestry.” 

On Remembrance Sunday 
each year the parade 
through the town stops at 
the Memorial Gates for the 
11am two minute silence 
and the laying of the 
wreaths.

Low turn-out 
for meeting to 
explain cuts 

JUST 17 people turned up at the council 
chamber in Oswestry, with six of those 
county or town councillors, to hear about 
the £80 million financial black hole that 
Shropshire Council faces. 

More than 700 employees of Shropshire 
Council have applied for voluntary redun¬ 
dancy its chief executive has revealed. 

The council is looking to make up to 1,500 
people redundant as part of the budget cuts 
it has to make with almost half the number 
coming forward in the last two months. 

At a public meeting in Oswestry chief 
executive Clive Wright, said that morale at 
the council was varied and said that some 
people were excited about the changes. 

“There are 740 people who have already 
applied for voluntary redundancy,” he said. 

Other staff are transferring to the new 
company within the council, I,P&E. 

Leader of the council, Councillor Keith 
Barrow, said 20 staff had transferred, 
including the communications team. 

He told the public meeting that redun¬ 
dancies would cost the council £12 million. 

“But it will save the council £12 million a 
year, every year from then on in,” he said. 

“We have no choice we have to make these 
cuts. We have to find £40 million savings.” 

They heard from Councillor Barrow, the 
chief executive of the council, Colin Wright, 
head of Shropshire Fire and Rescue, John 
Redmond, Director of Public Heath in 
Shropshire, and police sergeant, Scott 
Barnes. Mr Redmond said the Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service could face losing four of its 
retained fire stations.

After two full days of events in the park 
on Saturday and Sunday, the community 
games will close with a special ceremony 
on Sunday afternoon. 

“We hope people will come along and 
see what is available in the Oswestry area 
and have a go as some of the activities.

The Olympic torch passed through the 
town of Oswestry in May last year, an 
event which saw thousands of people pour 
into the town.

Matches 
cancelled 
due to 
roof leak 

INDOOR football matches 
are being cancelled because 
a leaking roof at a sports 
centre is causing a water¬ 
logged pitch. 

Richard Jermy who 
organises five a side soccer 
sessions at the St Martins 
School sports hall, at St 
Martin’s, Oswestry, has 
accused Shropshire Council 
bosses of losing potential 
income because they have 
not got around to repairing 
the roof. 

He says four of the last 
nine of the weekly sessions 
have been cancelled because 
rain has come through got 
on to the floor. 

And with the council los¬ 
ing £20 a session each time 
it is cancelled, Mr Jermy 
says the authority is missing 
out. 

Mr Jermy, a driving 
instructor from Chirk, said: 
“I have been using Rhyn 
Park sports hall every week 
for over 10 years. 

“In the last few months I 
have had several sessions 
cancelled due to a leaking 
roof. Whoever has heard of 
indoor football being can¬ 
celled due to a waterlogged 
pitch? This farce has now 
reached a point where I will 
be taking my business else¬ 
where. 

“I wrote to the council 
three times, I have spoken to 
the person in charge of 
leisure facilities and enough 
is enough. 

“It is ridiculous that our 
indoor football is cancelled 
because of a waterlogged 
pitch.” 

A spokesman for Shrop¬ 
shire council said: “The 
work to repair/the roof to 
the sports hall is part of a 
larger project to refurbish 
and extend St Martin’s 
School a project due to be 
completed by July 2014. 

“Unfortunately we are 
unable to confirm when 
work on the roof will begin 
as we are awaiting confirma¬ 
tion from the contractor.”

VERGES and roundabouts on 
trunk roads are being left to grow 
so tall that Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil fears it could lead to acci¬ 
dents. 

Government cuts in the budget for the 
Highways Agency, which is responsible for 
trunk roads in England, have led to a 
change in policy for grass cutting along the 
routes. 

The policy is good for wildlife that flour¬ 
ishes in the long grass, but can be a pain for 
drivers trying to look into the distance at 
junctions.

Now members of one council have called 
on policy makers to ensure grass along main 
roads across the county are trimmed regu¬ 
larly. 

Many verges are being cut as summer 
comes to an end, but the warm weather, fol¬ 
lowed by a wet end of August, has led to 
grass growing higher than normal. 

This week Oswestry Town Council criti¬ 
cised the state verges alongside the bypass 
and roundabouts including, until recently, 
the tall grass on the Mile End roundabout 


the third busiest in the county. Mayor of 
Oswestry, Councillor Chris Schofield said he 
had had more than one complaint about the 
state of the Mile End roundabout and had 
written to the Highways Agency about a 
fortnight ago. 

“I wonder if it is coincidence that the 
grass has now been cut,” he said. 

Councillor Paul Milner took a motion to 
Wednesday’s town council meeting saying 
he was seriously concerned about the condi¬ 
tion of both the Mile End and Gobowen 
roundabouts during 2013. Members at the 
meeting called for verges to be kept under 
control across the whole of the county. 


Councillor Milner said: “Not only does it 
restrict visibility for motorists it does little 
to promote Oswestry as a visitor attraction 
and help our local economy,” he said. 

“It has been an accident waiting to hap¬ 
pen. I am very concerned.” 

He said he had also written to MP Owen 
Paterson about the matter and had pointed 
out the amount of ragwort - poisonous to 
animals - on the verges of the trunk roads. 

Councillor Martin Bennett said he had 
been talking with the Highways Agency. 

“Budget cuts mean the Highways Agency 
now does such work on highway safety 
grounds and not on visual amenity,” he said.

Bosses say although the speed of vehicles 
has dropped, work will continue to target 
motorists who are still ignoring the safety 
message. 

Anna Higgins from the group said: “The 
Safer Roads Partnership is still enforcing 
the speed limit at St Martins Road in Gob¬ 
owen, in direct response to local community 
concern. 

“It is encouraging to see that the speed 
of vehicles has dropped since enforcement 
began - 15 per cent of drivers are exceeding 
35.6mph compared to 38.4mph back in 
October 2011. 

“Based on our experience in other sites, 
we hope we can bring this down even fur¬ 
ther. We are working with our partners to 
identify options to continue to reduce 
speeds and maintain them at an acceptable 
level once enforcement ends. 

“Speed data collected at the site has 
highlighted that 76 per cent of offenders 
are from Shropshire. Of that, 47 per cent 
are from Gobowen itself.” 

Councillor David Lloyd, who represents 
Gobowen on Shropshire Council, said: “It 
is a great shame that people who live in the 
village and know the dangers of children 
crossing there are speeding in Gobowen.” 

A campaign to bring a pedestrian cross¬ 
ing to St Martins Road in Gobowen is also 
continuing. More than 750 people have 
signed petitions amid worries that speed¬ 
ing will lead to a fatal accident.

Shock results 
from fire checks 

SAFETY checks on electric blankets in 
Oswestry last year saw 15 per cent of them 
condemned as fire safety risks. 

Residents in and around the town want¬ 
ing free electric blanket checks this year 
must call Shropshire Fire and Rescue 
between Monday and September 27 to book 
their test.

HIGH visibility police patrols will be carried 
out in communities across Mid Wales follow¬ 
ing a spate of burglaries in the area. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said it wanted to reassure residents 
in places such as Welshpool, Newtown, Llanfair Caereinion 
and Llanfyllin that officers are doing all they can to crack¬ 
down on the problem and 
have issued advice on how 
homeowners can help pro¬ 
tect themselves. 

Two men were charged 
with five burglaries in the 
Welshpool area last week 
and are due up at Welshpool 
Magistrates’ Court on Tues¬ 
day, but officers say they are 
keen to build on that with 
further arrests. 

Detective Inspector Diane 
Davies said: “Police are con¬ 
tinuing to target burglars in 
the north of the county fol¬ 
lowing a series of burglaries 
across Montgomeryshire.” 

She added: “We will con¬ 
tinue to target the area with 
high visibility patrols and 
other operations aimed at 
disrupting and catching bur¬ 
glars. Burglary has a huge 
impact on victims, and in 
rural areas particularly 
there is fear of falling victim 
to this sort of crime. 

“I want to reassure people 
that we will be out and 
about in rural communities 
aiming to stop these crimes 
and catching those who per¬ 
sist in such activity. 

“I would also call on the 
public to help us achieve our 
aims by taking a few simple 
steps themselves. Make sure 
your outbuildings are locked 
and secure and if you see 
anything suspicious, please 
contact us straight away.” 

Inspector Rose Ann-Lloyd 
said people heading on holi¬ 
day should also take meas¬ 
ures to avoid burglaries. 

She said: “The majority of 
criminals take advantage of 
opportunities presented to 
them, and it’s important to 
minimise these opportuni¬ 
ties by taking a few simple 
steps. 

“These can include can¬ 
celling milk and newspaper 
deliveries, using automatic 
timer-switches to turn your 
lights on when it goes dark 
and not closing curtains. 

DI Davies said police can 
be reached on 101 in a non¬ 
emergency.

I WON JUDGMENT AGAINST COMPANY THAT WENT BUST AND SET UP IN NEW NAME 

Q: I have an employment tribunal judgment against my former employer, which was a limited company. When I telephoned my old boss to try and 
recover money owed to me he said the company had gone into liquidation. I have since heard that he set up a new similar company elsewhere in his 
wife’s name, employing the same people and using the same equipment. What can I do? 

A. Your claim is against the old company named in the tribunal judgment. If it is in liquidation then you are an unsecured creditor of that company and 
should approach the liquidator to register your claim. Theoretically the liquidator would normally make a payment to you if sufficient funds are realised 
from the sale of any remaining assets of the old company. In practice, however, unsecured creditors often receive nothing, or a small percentage of the 
amount owed, in such circumstances. 

If the arrangement between the old and new company is proven to be improper you may be able to recover some or all of the judgment debt by taking 
legal action. For example, if the new company has not paid the old company full value for the business and assets, it is possible to challenge the 
validity of the transaction on the basis that its principal purpose was to defraud creditors such as yourself. Alternatively, it may be that the agreement 
to transfer the assets to the new company is defective and you (or court enforcement officers on your behalf) may be able to establish that the old 
company still owns such assets. Initially, you should raise your concerns with the liquidator, as his principal duty is to the creditors of the company. 

If the liquidator is unwilling to take action, you should seek independent legal advice to determine whether you have a good claim against the new 
company or its directors.

MR Ron Jones in his excel¬ 
lent letter outlined the poli¬ 
cies and principles adopted 
by the Trust Board in rela¬ 
tion to hospital services, and 
asked the question “So, 
what has changed?” in rela¬ 
tion to accident and emer¬ 
gency services. 

I had sought answers by 
searching through Trust 
minutes and agendas. I 
found nothing to suggest 
that any principle or policy 
had been changed nor any 
record of any formal deci¬ 
sion to call for consultation. 

Since the announcement 
about consultation, which 
inevitably created public 
alarm, confusion, polarised 
views, and started petitions, 
the Trust Board appears to 
have gone to ground. The 
acting chair of the Trust 
Board, Mr Martin Beard- 
well, needs to recognise the 
anger this initiative has 
caused amongst the people 
of Powys, Telford and 
Shropshire and to tell us, 
publicly, some important 
facts, such as: 

By whom, or by what 
body, was the decision to call 
for public consultation 
specifically on A&E re-con¬ 
figuration taken, and when. 
If the decision was taken by 
an individual or persons not 
on the SATH Board tell us 
who they are, and did they 
have the prior approval of 
the Board? 

If the decision was taken 
at a Board or other meeting, 
tell us where we can see the 
relevant minutes and who 
voted for consultation and 
who didn’t? 

Why was no mention 
made of any A&E re-config¬ 
uration in the SATH 
newsletter A Healthier 
Future published in July? 

The outcome of this latest 
exercise, if it takes place, will 
be that the people of Telford, 
Shropshire and Powys and 
countless public bodies and 
professional organisations, 
will tell SATH, yet again, 
that we need full A&E serv¬ 
ices at both hospitals. How 
many times do they need 
telling? If the current execu¬ 
tives are telling the Board 
it’s not feasible the Board 
needs to replace them with 
executives who will face up 
to problems and solve them, 
not run away. 

This ludicrous consulta¬ 
tion will to cost a lot of 
money, and almost certainly 
some of it will be spent on 
fat fees for consultants. It’s 
our money Mr Beardwell, 
stop wasting it and spend it 
on health care.

Charging 
migrants 
plan will 
be burden 


THE BMA responded to the 
government’s consultations 
on charging migrants for 
accessing the NHS service - 
proposals that we believe 
will inconvenience patients 
across Shropshire and will 
put an increased burden on 
the already over stretched 
GP services. 

It is difficult to see how 
plans to introduce charging 
for migrants could be imple¬ 
mented without ensuring 
every patient in Shropshire 
is checked by their GP prac¬ 
tice when they register. 

This could cause long 
waits and delays at GP prac¬ 
tices and put huge stress on 
services as the NHS does not 
have the infrastructure or 
resources to introduce a 
complicated charging sys¬ 
tem. 

Already, Shropshire GPs 
are feeling increased pres¬ 
sure from the administra¬ 
tive burden created by the 
government’s health 

reforms, cuts to funding and 
rising patient demand. This 
includes handling an 
increasingly complex work¬ 
load from an ageing popula¬ 
tion and additional work 
that used to be done in hos¬ 
pitals. 

Anyone accessing NHS 
services should be eligible to 
do so, but the government’s 
proposals are impractical, 
uneconomic and inefficient. 

We have seen with the 
recent NHS 111 phoneline 
fiasco what happens when 
an ill thought-out policy is 
rushed through without 
proper consideration of the 
practical implications. 

Ministers need to learn 
from recent experiences and 
work with healthcare profes¬ 
sionals to find workable 
solutions to the issue.

Woman denies

Councillor Barry Thomas, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for transport, said: “Publicly supported 
transport provision across the county must 
be fair and equitable even if that service is 
provided with vastly reduced resources. 

“We have considered a number of options 
to meet budget reductions and concluded 
that although capable of delivering the nec¬ 
essary savings the impact on service deliv¬ 
ery is not equitable and impacts rural 
communities. 

“We have asked for a fundamental review 
examining all integrated public service 
transport provision to see if other options 
are available to us. By delaying the decision 
we can widen the scope of the review and 
identify savings of up to 20 per cent, meet¬ 
ing our current target and future reductions 
needed as a result of the comprehensive 
spending review. 

“We believe if we adopt a positive com¬ 
missioning approach we will be able to come 
up with more acceptable options. 

“And, whatever options we propose will 
be the subject of meaningful community 
consultation before any decision is taken. 
But we cannot reduce our spending to meet 
budget reduction from Welsh Government 
without impact. Cuts of the size demanded 
will mean less service across the county but 
that remaining must be fair and equitable.”

Soldier shot in the head 
celebrates 90th birthday

A SECOND World War hero 
who survived a bullet to the 
head during the D-Day inva¬ 
sion of Normandy has cele¬ 
brated his 90th birthday. 

The two soldiers standing either 
side of Walter Milner died of their 
injuries when they came under 
enemy fire, but he lived and was 
shipped back home to make a full 
recovery. 

He and his wife have since returned 
to the cemeteries of France to pay their 
respects to the graves of comrades who 
never returned. 

Mr Milner, who was born in Oswestry 
in 1923, joined the King’s Shropshire 
Light Infantry when he was just 15 
years old. 

Beaches 

Later he was one of the thousands of 
Allied troops who landed on the beaches 
of Normandy, in northern France, when 
the invasion began on June 6, 1944. 

But just a month later, Mr Milner was 
seriously wounded by enemy gunfire 
and was returned home to a military 
hospital in Sheffield. 

Mr Milner, who celebrated his birth¬ 
day last week, said: “I was only 15 when 
I joined up and I was one of the first 
three soldiers to break out on to the 
calm plain after landing on the beach in 
Normandy.” 

His wife Sheila, 87, said: “He got 
wounded in the July and was brought 
back to this country and ended up in 



Sheffield Hospital after sustaining a bullet 
to the head area and elbow. 

“The two soldiers that were stood either 
side of him were both killed by the same 
gunfire so he was extremely lucky in that 
sense. 

“I think he spent the next three or four 
months in hospital.” 

Mr Milner, who now lives in Dithering- 
ton, Shrewsbury, was posted to the Mak¬ 


ings, now known as the Flax Mill, when it 
was used as a Light Infantry barracks dur¬ 
ing the Second World War. 

He met his wife-to-be at a summer dance 
in Shrewsbury. 

After recovering from his injuries, Mr 
Milner was sent to Northern Ireland in 
1945 and went on to marry Sheila two years 
later. 

Mrs Milner added: “We’ve been back to 


the cemeteries in France several times over 
the years and he has recognised names of 
friends who fought alongside him so it is 
really quite sad. 

“He has a pretty good memory and actu¬ 
ally talks more about his experiences now 
than he did before.” 

A big party for dozens of friends and fam¬ 
ily was held for Mr Milner at the Lord Hill 
Hotel, in Abbey Foregate.

He said: “Next year’s 
budget will be extremely dif¬ 
ficult and we cannot think 
about spending money now 
from that budget. Neither 
can we afford to take money 
from reserves.” 

A report to the council 
said there were no longer 
grants for such repair work 
from English Heritage. 

The meeting also dis¬ 
cussed issues involving road 
safety in the area. The issue 
of overgrown roundabouts 
and verges was discussed, 
with councillors vowing to 
write to the Highways 
Agency to call for them to be 
kept under control. 

And the town council also

Families 
missing 
out on 
NHS cash 

FAMILIES who are entitled 
to help in paying for NHS 
services in Mid Wales are 
missing out due to a short¬ 
age of refund forms, it has 
been claimed. 

Russell George, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire AM, said the 
refund forms, which help 
people pay for services 
including dental treatment, 
eye tests, glasses, contact 
lenses and travel costs are 
not readily available in Mid 
Wales. 

He said the forms, known 
as HC5 forms, were vital to 
help hard-up families pay for 
treatment. 

Mr George said to obtain 
one of the forms you have to 
go online and ring a hotline, 
but no time line for their 
arrival could be guaranteed. 

He said: “This apparent 
shortage of forms is alarm¬ 
ing and will prove both frus¬ 
trating and distressing for 
those who need a refund. 

“It is my understanding 
that no forms are currently 
available via the helpline on 
the NHS Wales website and 
I know that they are also 
extremely difficult to obtain 
via any other means, partic¬ 
ularly in Mid Wales. 

“That isn’t good enough 
and I have written to the 
health minister requesting 
an urgent update. 

“It is the Labour govern¬ 
ment’s job to keep this sys¬ 
tem ticking, and I have 
demanded clarity on the 
shortage.”

THE future of leisure cen¬ 
tres in Mid Wales has been 
called into question after a 
council chief hit out at a 
“stupid waste of money in 
certain departments”. 

Councillor Graham 
Brown, Powys County Coun¬ 
cil cabinet member for com¬ 
missioning, said he is 
looking at leisure centre 
spending, and warned tough 
decisions lie ahead. 

He told a meeting of the 
council’s Montgomeryshire 
committee that he would be 
studying the finances of the 
county’s 15 centres. 

He said: “There are 
things going on like schools 
block booking facilities and 
then not using them, and 
the service as a whole needs 
looking at.” 

He added a subject which 
has particularly caught his 
attention is of leisure centre 
managers having to contact 
the council for even basic 
repairs. 

He said: “There is one 
case where a toilet seat 
broke and they had to call 
the council which then had 
to call someone out and get 
it done and it cost about £80. 
Why is this method in 
place?” 

In November last year it 
was revealed that control of 
the 15 leisure centres could 
be handed to an independ¬ 
ent body. The authority said 
at the time that the centres 
needed more than £6 million 
of investment.

Cllr Milner said: “The town was very 
busy from about 11.30pm until around 
3.30pm. It was the busiest it’s been for some 
time according to some of the taxi drivers. 

“There were two arrests for anti-social 
behaviour. They were both alcohol related 
which was a shame. 

“The people who where arrested had to 
be taken to Shrewsbury police station but 
even though it took two police officers to 
take each of them to Shrewsbury there were 
still enough police to carry on policing the 
town. 

“It was good to see Oswestry’s night time 
economy is doing really well even though we 
are in a recession, and I’ve got full confi¬ 
dence in the police as they really did do a 
good and professional job of making our 
town a safe place to visit on a weekend.” 

“The police and door staff from the clubs 
worked and communicated really well with 
each other. 

“The police made a great effort to get on 
with and talk to the members of the public, 
even to the extent of some girls on a hen 
night asking to have their photos taken 
with two police officers, who obliged, which 
I thought was in good spirit. 

“I thought the police really did a very 
good job on Saturday night and should be

commended for the work they did. Not only 
did they have to escort members of Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s licensing committee around 
the public houses to carry out their work 
until the early hours of Sunday morning, 
but also police the town. 

“There were an estimated 10 to 12 police 
officers on duty until 5am. 

“The police presence was really notice¬ 
able, which I think went a long way to help 
prevent anti-social behaviour, but what was 
also good was that there were enough police 
to police the whole of the town and not just 
the town centre.” 

The councillor said the only downside to 
the night except the two arrests was the 


amount of litter in Willow Street from cus¬ 
tomers of the fast food outlets. 

Mr Milner added: “I also would like to see 
the return of taxi marshals during the 
Christmas and New Year holidays, and so 
would the police and local taxi drivers, as 
they not only help to prevent trouble in the 
town centre with their presence but also get 
people, especially women, home safely. 

“They also help taxi drivers to get people 
off the streets faster in the early hours of 
the morning by finding them a taxi. 

“Even though I only had a snapshot of 
Oswestry’s night time economy on Saturday 
night I found it was a relatively trouble free 
night and was really worthwhile doing.”

assaulted 
pair after 
pub row

In interview she told 
police she and her sister had 
drunk more than a litre of 
vodka and taken the drug 
MDMA, otherwise known as 
ecstasy.

Mr Oliver Nicholas, 
defending, said: “She is 
totally ashamed.

THE first primary school in 
Shropshire to achieve acad¬ 
emy status has received 20 
per cent more requests for 
entry than its official admis¬ 
sion limit. 

Rob McDevitt, of Wood- 
side School in Oswestry, said 
there had been huge 
demand for places over the 
past two years.

“We raised over £8,000 through bag 
packing in Sainsbury’s, organising talent 
shows and dance evenings, cake sales and 
doing the catering for summer schools 
that were being held throughout the 
summer holidays at the Marches. 

“The other teachers were Rebecca 
Evans and Bob McGrath. Dr Jacky 
Leather and Shona Richardson also came 
as medical back-up. 

“I linked up with the Barbados Sports 
Council and arranged to play a series of 
netball matches against local teams. 


“One was played at the National Net- 
ball Stadium and one at the National 
Sports Centre. 

“Both were amazing experiences! 

“I particularly wanted our pupils to 
mix with the Barbadian children and the 
one question they were asked over and 
over was - ‘What is snow like?’ 

“We also were invited to join the Bar¬ 
bados Dance Group for an evening class 
where we exchanged dance moves. 

“The group also performed their 30- 
minute dance routines in three different 
hotels as entertainment for the guests - 
groundbreaking stuff! 

“We stayed at the Coconut Court 
Hotel. 

“This group of pupils have indeed 
gone on to all different careers, medi¬ 
cine, physiotherapy, teaching, account¬ 
ancy, veterinary. 

“Many now have families and busi¬ 
nesses of their own.”

Students 
seeking 
share of 
cashpot 

MORE students than 
expected are applying for a 
share of a £225,000 cashpot 
at an Oswestry-based col¬ 
lege, governors said. 

The new system of loans 
is available to students aged 
over 24 who are taking a 
level 3 course or above at 
Walford and North Shrop¬ 
shire College. 

The college’s cashpot will 
fund the equivalent of 75 
full-time adult places in 
2013-14. The new loans can 
be taken out instead of hav¬ 
ing to pay any up-front fees 
and are not means-tested. 

Lucy Beaumont, assistant 
director of learner services, 
said she was delighted with 
the take-up. She said: “We 
have provided a lot of infor¬ 
mation to applicants about 
the new loans, taking care to 
set out the pros and cons. 

“So far there has been a 
really positive response and 
students seem to welcome 
the fact that there is nothing 
to pay up front. 

“Students taking Access 
to Higher Education courses 
have particularly welcomed 
the special concession for 
these courses - where the 
Advanced Learning Loan is 
written off in full if/when 
students successfully com¬ 
plete their university 
degree.” 

Principal Andrew Tyley, 
said: “Whilst we will ask for 
an additional loan allocation 
if we run out, extra funding 
cannot be guaranteed.”

ALFA Romeo has been claim¬ 
ing that the stylish Giulietta 
has a growing band of admir¬ 
ers and now there is evi¬ 
dence to back up its claim. 

Now the Italians can rightly claim 
the elegant Giulietta is one of the 
most popular cars in the UK. 

The five-door hatchback has caught the 
imagination of Britain’s motorists with its blend 
of style, performance and handling, achieving 
a shock seventh place in an Auto Express 
Driver Power survey. 


Quickly 

The analysis, of more than 45,000 car own¬ 
ers, shows how quickly the Alfa Giulietta has 
won thousands of U K fans - this is its first time 
in the Driver Power survey, as it wasn’t rated 
last year. 

The Giulietta’s performance, braking, ease 
of driving, ride quality, and in-car technology 
will have figured highly in the choice as well as 
stunning good looks. 

All were evident in a week-long test of the 
1.4 TB MultiAir 170bhp model, which means 
now it really is an alternative to the class 
favourites. 

One of the best features is you can tailor the 



Giulietta’s throttle and steering responses by 
selecting between three modes. You do need 
to remember not to be in “Dynamique” mode 
when in traffic though as the car is so sensitive 
that you find yourself bouncing around. 

There’s decent handling and body control 
too even on the 1.4 petrol on test, which never 
once gave the impression of being underpow¬ 
ered and produced a particularly attractive 
growl when asked to produce a little extra. 

I was disappointed with the cabin though, 
which could be better equipped and feels a bit 
lightweight. I had expected better. 

You can’t argue about the space in the front, 
though sporty seats mean the ride is isn’t the 
most comfortable. And I wouldn’t volunteer to 
travel too far in the back where knee and head- 
room is pretty limited. 


Boot space is also small, but the model sur¬ 
prised me by passing the golf club test. 

There isn’t much room for the necessary 
maps and bits and bobs in the door pockets 
but Alfa has gone out of its way to create extra 
storage space between the front seats. 

The Giulietta is high on safety levels. There’s 
stability control, front, side and curtain airbags 
and active anti-whiplash front head restraints - 
all fitted as standard. 

And the model was awarded top marks in 
Euro NCAP crash tests. Deadlocks and 
marked parts are also found on every version, 
while Lusso models and above come with an 
alarm. 

The MultiAir on test came in stunning red - 
I don’t think Alfa should do any other colour. 

The six-speed gearbox helped power the 1.4 


petrol unit to a top speed of 135mph and 0- 
62mph in 7.8 seconds while producing com¬ 
bined fuel figures of 48.7mpg. 

Other standard items included an alarm 
system, darkened headlights, side skirts, alu¬ 
minium sports pedals, sports dials, sports 
steering wheel and dual-zone automatic cli¬ 
mate control. 

You also get ‘stop and start’ technology, a 
multifunctional display and trip computer, all¬ 
round electric windows, heated mirrors and 
60/40 split folding rear seats. 

The price may be competitive in the sector 
at £21,810 but it rocketed to £25,730 with the 
addition of 18in sports wheels, parking sen¬ 
sors, exclusive paint, red brake callipers, cold 
glove box, visibility pack and hifi Bose sound 
system. 


Alfa has clearly won more friends than we 
all expected but their challenge is to turn those 
admirers into customers.

Fantastic 4 two-door 
is all new from BMW

Good news normally comes in threes, but 
BMW would have you believe that it comes 
in fours too. 

The German firm’s 3 Series is arguably its most 
important car; it regularly features in the list of top 
ten sellers in the UK, it manages that difficult feat of 
being popular with private buyers as well as fleets 
and it even manages to transform itself into a desir¬ 
able sports car wearing an M badge. 

There’s certainly no shortage of love for the 3. 

But now there’s a BMW 4 Series, although the cynics 
amongst you might describe this as the 3 Series Coupe. 
But a coupe it most certainly is, which means it will feature 
on a lot of wish lists - with good reason too. 

Visual 

Aside from the obvious reduction in the number of 
doors, 4 Series models are marked out by a number of 
visual differences - only the bonnet is shared with its four- 
door cousin. 

There are bigger headlights (with optional LEDs), a more 
aggressive front bumper, flared wheelarches and also ‘air 
breathers’ - small vents in the front wings which are pri¬ 
marily for improving aerodynamics but are also designed 
to catch the eye. 

There are LED lights at the rear as standard too, and 
with the lower ride height and wider track there is a definite 
increased sense of purpose about the 4 Series. On paper 
you might question paying more for fewer doors, but once 
you’ve seen it in the flesh it starts to make sense; this is 
one handsome beast. 

Skinnier-tyred versions might not look quite as slick, but 


a sensible person with an eye for the aesthetic will be 
selecting at least an 18-inch wheel from the options list. 

On the inside there’s the familiar cabin layout which, in 
typical BMW fashion, manages to hit all the notes. The sup¬ 
portive seats, the crystal-clear instruments and the reas¬ 
suring snap of all the buttons puts you at ease behind the 
wheel. It might only be a small change but the front seats 
are mounted 9mm lower than in the saloon, contributing 
to the sport feeling you expect from a car like this. 

In the back there’s a similar amount of room for passen¬ 


gers but the seats aresculpted to offer a bit more support 
to keep them in place as you tackle a challenging road. 
The lower roofline means a fraction less headroom,but 
only Herman Munster will find it a problem. 

It’s not just visual either. Thanks to the standard lowered 
suspension BMW claims the 4 Series has the lowest centre 
of gravity of any model in its range - something that is a 
crucial element of good driving dynamics. 

And perhaps unsurprisingly it is the way the 4 Series 
tackles the bends that really shows it in its best light. With

sizeable wheels and tyres on this 435i version there is huge 
amounts of grip on offer, although when pressed there is 
sufficient power available to play the hooligan. 

But the 4 Series is best savoured by being driven more 
smoothly, and enjoying the quick and accurate steering, 
excellent body control and sheer enthusiasm - it tackles 
bends with a genuine joy to match any enthusiastic driver. 

The engine range comprises of thrifty petrols and diesels 
including the popular 2.0-litre diesel already seen in the 
320d as well as the turbocharged 2.0-litre petrol, but here 
the range-topping 435i delivers a very strong 302bhp 
thanks to its twin-turbochargers. 

The super-slick eight-speed automatic transmission 
works superbly whether its in auto or manual mode, and 
with the EcoPro, Comfort, Sport and Sport-i- modes gov¬ 
erning everything from the suspension, steering, throttle 
response and gearshift operation the 4 Series is genuinely 
capable of adapting to your current needs. 

There’s a rational case for saying that you can get 95 
per cent of what the 4 Series offers from its only slightly 
more humble four-door siblings, but that would be missing 
the point entirely. 

There’s extra style as well as presence, and that’s some¬ 
thing that anyone who can afford it, will. With the 4 Series, 
there is genuine ability to back up the looks.

He won the belt after a fight in Dudley on 
September 8 after defeating local favourite

Jerrard, who is a first degree black sash, 
says he hopes to now take a shot at the Eng¬ 
lish title. 

He said: “I took up kickboxing when I was 
about 13. I just heard about it and heard 
about the coach Brian Nelson and went 
along for a training session. I liked it and 
early on I was pretty much training all the 


time. I still train three to four times a week 
at the Memorial Hall in Oswestry with 
Brian Nelson and my sparring partner Jack 
Davies. 

“I was delighted to win the belt. I think 
the look on my face when I was given the 
belt after the fight said it all really.” 

The fight went the full five rounds, with 
all three judges reaching an unanimous 
decision awarding Jack the win.

Full contact kickboxing allows fighters to 
use any part of the body in the fight except 
elbows and knees. Jerrard added:“I would 
like to go for the English title.

HIGH-riding Rachel Atherton again 
stood on top of the world after storm¬ 
ing to another convincing World Cup 
victory in horrendous conditions in 
Hafjell in Norway 

The stunning win - in which the Llanrhaeadr ace 
was 7.63 seconds ahead of her nearest rival - was her 


fourth victory out of five 
in the 2013 World Cup 
Series, and comes just 
two weeks after also 
savouring World Champi¬ 
onships glory. 

And she now looks to fin¬ 
ish with a flourish by land¬ 
ing overall victory in 
Leogang this weekend as 
riders face the final chal¬ 
lenge in the Austrian moun¬ 
tains. 

The diverse and technical 
Norwegian course was wet 
and windy last week which 
was reflected in the final 
timings as Atherton clocked 
4:09.858 for her win - a good 
12 seconds off her own qual¬ 
ifying time in dry conditions 
from the day before. 

Emmeline Ragot who is 
currently second in the over¬ 
all standings had crashed in 
the woods pushing her back 
into an eventual fifth place. 

Morganne Charre was 1.3 
ahead of Ragot in fourth and 
French rider Myriam Nicole 
and Atherton’s GB team¬ 
mate Manon Carpenter had 
both put in great technical 
rides to take the second and 
third positions. 

However, neither were a 
match for Atherton’s stun¬ 
ning form and physical 
strength as she looked visi¬ 
bly faster from the very 
start. Atherton was six sec-
